•erne Instances of Hia Remarkable Feats 


of Dlvlncr anri Strinnnlii£. 


Among the natives who will go to the 


Midwinter fair at Ssn Francisco ia James 
Apu, now in Hoaoluln from Kauai, who 
ia the champion diver and surf rider of j 
that island. Many stories of the re- i 
markable feats performed by this' man j 
in the water are related. 


It is said that he is so expo:.!; at diving 


that he can stay under water for four 
minutes at a time, and ineanwhile catch 
fish with a spear and net which he uses 
while on his submarine visit. He has 
no fear of sharks and will. take to the 
water at any time and under any cir- 
cntnstanees. While on board one of the 
island steamers a little \yhile ago off 
Diamond head Apn ,'^ot lish hungry and 
jumped overboard, caught some and re- 
turned to the steamer ia a few minutes.

/schooner.with three or four 'otUer na-

giii the others Wt Apu on slioVe foVa 
joke and sailed for Maui. Apn threw off 
his clothos. tied them in a bundle on his 
head and swam after the schooner, which 
he soon cuught up with. The others 
would not let him in, so he struck out 
for himself and swam the entire distance, 
reaching the if;uiv shore some time be- 
fore tho others. The distance is over 
eight miles and the current swift and 
dangerous. 


Apu will give surf riding exhibitions 


on his arrival at San Francisco, and the 
board which he will use has been made 
to order of redwood, which Apu says is 
preferable to kou, being so much lighter. 
It will be p.i.iuted black, that color be- 
ing most obnoxious to sharks. This surf 
board is 12 feet long, and when perform- 
ing Apu stands erect on it aud goes 
through a variety of wonderful feats in 
balancing, etc.—Hawaiian Star.

S1E.AM HOLES IN A FIELD. 


A Queer Phenomenon, cf Nature Which Is 


to lie Sawn on a Furiu Out Sn Orcg-on. 
On the farm.of S. R-. T. Jones, about 


ihroe-fourth-j -of n mile south of Hub- 
bard and only a few rods from the stage 
road, is a curiosity which at present is 
attracting considerable aM;eu1;ion. It has 
been noticed for the past 15 years, but 
never has aroused such ijitereat us in the 
past few mo.iths. On. ii'space of, say, 
CO feet square, appears this vhat is it! 
It can bo seen just after u ruin or while 
tho ground is Oiled or covered with wa- 
t<:r. There urn numerous'holes about as 
large n» common lead or slate pencils, 
from which gas or air is constantly es- 
caping with a .sound as of meat frying 
or the hissing of water on a hot stove or 
iron. Sometimes the pressure may be 
stronger than at others, but it is there 
just the same. 


The -pressure ia so great that if these 


vents are closed they will in a few min- 
utes send the mud flying as though a 
miniature blast hail exploded. A large, 
heavy iron pan was inverted over some 
of the strongest vents, the rim being 
buried in mud, preventing any escape of 
gas. A man then sat down on the pan 
and awaited results, which were not 
long in coming, as the pan and man were 
lifted bodily. The gas or air was forced 
through limewater, but no change was 
noticed. It was tested by fire, but we 
cannot say it burned. Ono peculiarity of 
the soil is that no matter how wet the 
surrounding ground may be this spot 
plows op hard aud dry. A well close by 
keepj up a constftnt hissing, an:.l the wa- 
ter revMilri nothing out of common.— 
Woodbnrn (Or.) Independent.

VIRTUE OF THE POWER 
CON- 
ferred by the laws of the State of Ne- 
vada, the Board of County Commissioners, 
in and for Washoe oounty, do ordain as fol- 
lows: 


SECTION 1. Section one of Town Ordinance 
P,X31-.n;Jopte.rl Anerust 12, 1893, amendatory 
of Ordinance No. 84, dennin? the fire limits 
of tde town of Reno is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows : 


SECTION .1. The fire limits of Keno shall 
be bomiricd as follows, to-wit:

commeneinff nt the center of the intersection 
of West street ant) the alley situated between 
Third and Fourth streets: thence runniiif; 
easterly with the center of said alley to the 
center of the intersection of said alley and 
Sierra street; thence northerly with the cen- 
ter of sierra street to its intersection with 
the middle line of the alley extending east- 
erly and westerly between Plaza and Fourth 
streets; thence easterly alontf the middle line 
of the alley extending easterly and westerly 
thrt nerh blocks G, H, I and J, between Plaza 
and Fourth street". In a straight line to its 
intersection with th« middle line of Penvine 
street; thence southerly with Ibe 
iddle line 
of Peavine street to it« intersection with the 
middle line of the alley extending easterly 
and westerly through block B in said town: 
thence westerly with the middle line of said 
alley to its intersection with the middle line i 
of the alley extending northerly and south- 
erly in said block B ; thence southerly on the 
middle line of said last named alley in a 
straight line through said block B and block 
T to the Lake or Riverside mill ditch ; thepce 
westerly along said mill ditch to the center 
line of Center street; thence southerly in a 
straight line to the Truckee river; thence 
westerly with the meander line of said river 
to a point in a straight line with the middle 
line of West sti eet. extended southerly to i 
said river; thence northerly ow said last 
named lino and the middle line of West street i 
to the place of beginning.

Millions of dollars may be saved and 
much buffering averted by giving heed 
to this warning and preparing for the 
vvorot. 


I very much dislike to predict de- 


structive storms or make sensational 
forecasts, but duty demands that I 
give warning of the approach of a sea- 
son of destructive tornadoes in those 
parts of the country frequented by 
these destroyers. 


Comparatively few people are in- 


jured by tornadoes and less damage is 
cauH»d by them than by heavy rains. 
But the manner of their destructive- 
ness causes the tornado to be dreaded. 


If we kuew just where they would 


strike, but little preparation would be 
necessary, but as we know only about 
the time to expect them, all should 
prepare for them and be on the look- 
out during the great storm period of 
March 7th to April 13th. 


SEVEN SEVEBE STOBM WAVES. 


Seven principal low barometers will 


cross the continent during the period 
mentioned, and their dates will be 
riven in these bulletins. Those who 
•eceive my weather chart for March 
•vill nnd in it details and dates. The 
dates for the first of these seven severe 
storm waves are given above. 


The warm wave will cross the west- 


ern mountains about March 6th, the 
Great Central valleys about the 8th 
md the Eastern States about the 9th. 


i The cool wave will cross the Western 
mountains about the 9th, the Great 
Central valleys about the llth, and the 
Eastern States about the 13th. Re- 
member that blizzards and snowstorms 
usually, and rains often, come with 
the cool waves. 


T have important information for 


those interested in the country lying 
within two hundred miles east of the 
Rocky Mountains, fjend stamp and 
addressed envelope. Satisfactory rea- 
sons for not making this information 
public will be given. 


WEATHER LAWS. 


Weather records and known facts in 


regard to weather changes are volumi- 
nous. Facts are more plentiful than 
theories. The official records are ac- 
cumulating and the great difficulty is 
to divide those weather events into 
periods. A true theory as the cause of 
weather changes must agree with the 
records of past weather events, but 
whoever demands exactness equal to 
that required in astronomy, is a foe to 
progress in meteorology. 


At a few points in the United States 


weather records have been kept for 
eighty years, 29,220 days, 87,660 obser- 
vations. The investigator must com- 
pare his theories with these records 
and the work required is immense. 


Some of the laws of weather changes 


are kuown aud should be understood 
by everyone who studies the weather. 
None but those who study tho weather 
can be benefited by weather forecasts. 
A general high barometer covers each 
of the great oceans. The Pacific and 
Atlantic oceans each have two of those 
high barometers, one north aud one 
south of the equator. They are perma- 
nent, but do not continue at the same 
pressure. When the sun is north in 
July, the North Atlantic high barome- 
ter records a pressure of 30 30 inches 
and when the sua is south in Decem- 
ber a pressure of 30.10 is the normal, or

and two north of the equator, com- 
pletely covering the two great oceans— 
except the Behring sea and in the 
vicinity of Iceland—and these four 
rule the weather of all countries, seas 
and oceans. They are the only fixed 
high barometers and 
through them 


comes from space that which the earth 
inhales as we breathe the atmosphere 
Low barometers or storm centers dive 
into and pass through them, or around 
their centers as the comets of space 
dive into and pass through the ele- 
ments surrounding the sun. 


PtANETARC SIETEBOLOQY. 


The weather repeats its former rec- 


ords, but some of the changes are of 
great length. Sun, moon and planets 
occupy the same relative positions at 
very long intervals. The moon returns 
to the same position relative to the 
earth every nineteen years, but within 
that time it has many shorter periods. 
Neptune's period is 160 years, Uranus 
about 84 years, Saturn 29.5, Jupiter 
11.86. Venus passes the earth every 
nineteen months, but only once in 
eight years in the same month. About 
thirty rules must 
be applied for 


each of those bodies in order to get 
their influence on our atmosphere and 
its electro-magnetic system, or about 
270 rules for all, when taken separately. 
The above will give some idea of the 
immense difficulties in the way o) 
weather calculations based on plane- 
tary influences and will explain why so 
many meterologists have vainly sought 
the weather cycles, or periods in which 
the weather repeats itself. Our weath- 
er records are not old enough to cover 
one complete period of planetary me- 
terology and. therefore, infallible fore- 
casts cannot reasonably be expected.

WEIGHT OF OUK ATMOSPHERE. 


We see by this that when the sun is 


north of the equator in July, the at- 
mosphere on the Atlantic oceau is vast- 
ly heavier than when the sun is south 
in December. Figures will further il- 
lustrate this important fact. 


On one square mile of surface in the 


North Atlantic permanent high barom- 
eter the atmosphere weighs 39,420,000 
pounds more in July than in Decem- 
ber, and this is the measure of the 
sun's influence on the weight of our 
atmosphere, the latter being greatest 
when the sun is north of the earth's 
equ ator. 


This high barometer covers three- 


fourths of the Atlantic, being highest 
southwest of the Azores. 
It whirls 


with the hands of the watch, the wind 
moving west on its south side, east on 
its north, south on its east and north 
on its west. 


In passing around the earth the low 


barometers, or storm centers, come in 
contact with this North Atlantic high 
barometer and, therefore, take a north- 
easterly course after passing off of this 
continent. 


The North Pacific high barometer is 


of a similar nature and the storm waves 
that reach th's continent from the 
west are whirled around the north side 
of the North Pacific permanent high 
barometer after they leave Asia, strik- 
ing our western coast well to the north 
as the storms from this continent 
strike Europe woll to the north. 


The above discussion applies to four 


permanent high barometers, two south

no man in the United States with inge- 
nuity enough to account for the de- 
monetization of silver in 1873.
